This experience in connection with Burza became known to, the AK >*est of the 
Vistula-hisloka and cooperation with the Red Amy was eliminated* Burza ended 
in January 1945 when the AK was dissolved by Presidential decree* This decree 
reached certain out of the way units only in March* The majority of the Aft 
was sent hone^, with orders to stay alerted* This decree found most members 
of the rank and file of the Aft unwilling to disband^ and units recruited from 
regions occupied by the Red Amy were simply unable to go home* The perse- 
cution of those who had gone home kept many in the forest and many reported 
back after having been disbanded* Orders by the High Command of the AK to 
liquidate the Aft never actually meant a complete cessation of its existence^ 
and were given mainly to reduce the contingents^ and to disband the front line 
units* With the Presidential decree of January 1945 * ‘came orders to General 
GkulicMp who had succeeded General Bor-Komorowski as GiG of the AKj> to build 
an underground organisation with long-range objectives basing it on new man- 
power considerations* This organisation was called RXE and was still military 
in character* Two situations developed immediately after this IflE was started s 
the UB had penetrated it in %Xs first stages 9 and the political leadership which 
had not been consulted about; 11XE protested its existence and MBS was abandoned* 
After the arrest of General Qltuliclcl and of the 15 leaders of the polish under- 
ground Government p Col Rzepedki assumed the leadership*

Organisation 

As , mentioned above m stiff organisational- frames can be used© The above stated 
lines of action fore© M±N to keep a skeleton organisation with its different 
branches but these hare to be readily changeable * a description of this matter 
therefor® can only be handled on broad and non-detailed lines.© 

At the head of the organization' there is a chairman who has at his side an 
executive committee* and an advisory commission© Hie latter is composed of 
political leaders of the various parties and leaders from all other important 
branches ©f social life*, also from educational institutions© In the first 
phase these commissions were called ^coordinating committees* 8 the members of 
which represented their mm. groups and held meetings© At present this is 
impossible for reasons of security* however * every time a policy decision has 
to be taken these members are consulted© On the area level there are also ex- 
ecutive committees and advisory commissions© Letters of principle are decided 
collectively by the Presidium which is composed of the chairman* three members 
of the executive committee and three area directors© This body elects th@ 
chairman© On the lower levels leaders are nominated after they have been pro- 
posed by their committees© Decisions arrived at are carried out according to 
military standards© The country is divided into three areas which are sub- 
divided into regions and counties© For work among peasantry and small town 
folk the territorial network is active© In .greater cities this work is done 
according to professions© 

Th® aim of Wi$°s skeleton organization is to have its agents in every locality* 
every office * and every shop* and to have at least two agents for every 
thousand peoples in fact * these numbers have been surpassed© The special 
intelligence network is built up on different lines and according to the 
importance of the sources© For greater security* continuity of the work and 
to create reserves all activists are doubled s only on© agent* however * is 
active at a time and does not know Ills double© The members are divided into 
two basic categories g ordinary members whose capabilities allow them only to 
be auxiliaries * and the cadres of activists who hold responsible positions 
and who sms t sacrifice most of their time to underground activity© The selec- 
tion of individuals is done according t® their character* up-to-date achieve- 
ment and capabilities© 

The attitude of the Polish toward WiH. 

VyiM has both the confidence and the good will of the public and it has great 
authority among the people© The best example of this was the referendum when 
60 percent of the electorate voted according to V,iM°s instructions© This per-

In spit© of this WIN made every effort to prepare the public for 
ctions and worked to postpone them because .©very month gained that way 
delayed soviet izat ion © It was also important to push the communists to acts 
of terror md blatant falsification e For these purposes a numerous network of 
agents ms kept in the field and propaganda teams were strongly r@-infomedo 
forced the communists in saany cases to transfer their 
place i( 


To destroy the forost units the comunists used provocation* This consisted 
in the formation ©f units composed of communists and calling themselves NSZ o 
These units terrorised the population* murdered more proroinent extizens* aH 
in the name of the underground* The OB als® tried to infiltrate these forest 
units o After the elections the Regime undertook Opacifying operations** and 
actually destroyed many of these forest units o UiM suffered least from these 
Regime operations because of successful defensive action and good xnfomjation© 

In the spring ©f 1947 Win used the amnesty to help its mm members and other 
underground personnel to come out into the open© All this has not* however * 
eliminated all forest units a few of which are still active in the Lublin are&o 

End of November 1946 Col Niepokulesyeki* Win chairman^ and a few of his collab- 
orators were arrested 0 From September on of that same year many arrests, were 
made among the so-called " intelligence brigade* 8 which was a reamant of^Rzepeckie® 
chairmanship o WIN severed its relations with this brigade already during the 
summer months of 1946* 

In January of 1947 the director* nearly all the members of the committee and the 
cofsmissioa were arrested in the central areas (Warsaw) | in this area arrests made 
large dents in the special intelligence network* The network held in reserve 
in this central area immediately picked up the threads wherever the others had 
left them* In March. 1947 a new plan for action was prepared by which conspiracy 
was put on a deeper level* propaganda activity was curtailed* and which put some 
of the members on an inactive status o 

Md of October 1947 HQ was informed that Eadkiewies (Gen* chief of the IB) r@~^ 
eeived orders to liquidate U'iN at any price before the end of the year <* Decisions 
were taken according to which the liaison network was cut off and propaganda was 
reduced* Before these orders veer© executed new arrests in the liaison netegrk 
w©r© already being made end of November also mass arrests in the Rsessow region* 

On 29 November 1947 UiN G s new chairman was arrested* In December a^few members 
of the central executive committee and the commit©® in .Lower Silesia were 
arrested* Xn January 194 $ “HQ was reorganised* in February* h©w©v©r * new arrests 
took place* In April a new presidium was called upon which this time did not 
include all those who had already served for security reasons* A decision was 
then taken to temporarily stop all activity between the top and the lower levels 
and to curtail all intelligence activity so as to give UB the impression that 
■yiK had been completely destroyed* organisational activity has* however* con- 
tinued and is continuing now* ■ 

The delegates for abroad left Poland in July and September 1946 to normalise 
cooperation with the Polish leaders— in— exile and to establish secret contacts 
with representatives of the Western Powers as well as to reorganise contacts 
with Polando 

Contact with Poland is still functioning* but because of loss of established^ 
channels* the ©ver growing difficulties in Poland and lack of. proper facilities 
cannot b© called satisfactory* .
